16th the pas- 
tor of one of the 
richest New 
York churches 
preached on the League of Nations, 
and took as his text that verse in Acts 
which tells how, when the Apostles 
were brought before the Sanhedrin, 
and that aristocratic assembly had a 
mind to suppress them summarily, 
Gamaliel advised against it, saying, “ If 
this counsel or this work be of men it 
will come to naught; but if it be of 
God ye cannot overthrow it.” 

Dr. Parks exhorted his congregation, 
due proportion of whom inclined to the 
views of certain Republican senators, 
to keep an open mind about the plan for 
the League of Nations until there was 
time to see how it was going to pan out. 
And he gave his opinion about the 
League as far as it had gone. “ What- 
ever,” he said, “we may think of the 
details of it, whether it will work or not, 
it is the greatest miracle in human his- 
tory since the days of the Apostles.” 

It was a first-class sermon, fit to be 
preached to everybody, and especially 
to the Senate. And it came at the right 
time, when Mr. Wilson was just start- 
ing for home. 

There are two great causes for the op- 
position to the League plan hereabouts 
that are preventives of an open mind. 
One is fear and dislike of Mr. Wil- 
son. The other is fear that the old 
order is collapsing and that things will 
not be so agreeable as they have been 
to persons who were intrenched in it. 

But is it not possible for persons who 
dislike Mr. Wilson more than is ordi- 
nary to detach the League idea from 
his personality and judge it on its own 








merits? Call it Sir Robert Cecil’s 
League, or charge it up to Mr. Balfour 
or to someone else in good standing in 
society. Get it out of Mr. Wilson’s 
pocket and look at it as it is, with al- 
lowance for probable changes in de- 
tails, and with due attention to the 
present condition and prospects of the 
world, and with consideration of what 
there is to offer if this plan falls 
through. It is true that Mr. Wilson has 
worked his head off to fetch the thing 
along as far as it is gone, but if it is a 
miracle, as Dr. Parks suggests, it 
needn’t all be credited to him. When it 
is a case of miracles we think of what 
was done and wonder how. We don't 
think that whoever worked it pulled 
it off by main strength. We think it 
was done through him rather than by 
him, and the most we credit him with 
is the possession of qualities and at- 
tainments that made him a suitable in- 
strument.

It is hard to say 
whether it is a good fairy’s or a bad 
fairy’s gift. When a larger supply of it 
than ordinary is wished on to anyone he 
needs a double who can respond to it 
while he himself is getting through his 
work. To inspire affection is to be 
blessed, but to incur popularity is the 
next worst thing to incurring the drink 
habit.

Mr. Cohan is alone in the mastery of the American flag as a 
stage prop. Mr. Shaw has amassed a fortune from his plays. 
Mr. Cohan has given away in charity a fortune and still has 
a fortune. Both geniuses are of Irish blood, living away from 
Ireland. Mr. Shaw has gained fame from ridiculing the country 
of his adoption, and Mr. Cohan perhaps equal fame from glori- 
fying the nation under whose flag he lives and prospers. 
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ETURNING to the Shakespearian claim, there 
seems to be little basis for Mr. Shaw in anything 
that he has done to revolu- 
tionize or advance the the- 
atre and the drama in any 
definite direction. He has 
a great gift for self-adver- 
tising. He has compelled 
his audiences to listen to more talk than 
they were accustomed to, but this is a 





matter of degree, not a revolution. 

Mr. Cohan, on the other hand, has 
really started something.
